DENY LEWIS 
REVIEW OF 
MURDER CASE 


Mack C. Lewis, 19-year-old 
Negro-of Buffalo; N.¥., today was 
denied a Supreme Court review 
of his conviction and death sen- 
tence for the killing of a New 
Orleans business man. 


Lewis while in the Army and 
stationed at Fort Bliss, Tex., 
hitchhiked a ride with the busi- 
nessman, Kenneth L. Masin. Po- 
lice charged -that when they 
reached Mississippi, Lewis robbed 
and stole his automobile. Lewis 
Mason, then shot him to death 
was captured’ in Petersburg, Va. 

The killing occurred April 2, 
1953. Lewis was convicted in 
the circuit court of Hancock 
County. - 


His counsel told the Supreme 
Court Lewis’ alleged confession 
was obtained by coercion and a 
promise of leniency.

The Hancock County Health 
Department is ready to begin 
vaccinating first and second grade 
children of the county against 
polio as soon as the Salk vaccine 
arrives, probably within the next 
two weeks. 


First and second graders from 
all schools in the county will be 
elegible to receive the vaccine 
free of charge. However, the vac- 
cine will be given only to those 
children whose parents sent in 
the request form, which were dis- 
tributed through the schools some 
time ago. 


School buses will transport 
cligible children fo the Health 
Department office at City Hall, 
where the vaccine will be ad- 
ministered. 


It requires five weeks to com- 
plete the series of three injections, 
with one week between the first 
and second and four weeks be- 
tween the. second and third. 


The Salk Vaccine Evaluation 
Report released April 12 at the 
University of Michigan termed the 
new vaccine “safe, effective and 
potent.” 


it was pointed out that al- 
though the ‘health departments 
do not have the funds to buy 
the vaccine nor the time, with 
their limited staffs, te give the 
vaccine to more than the select- 
ed group, the vaccine will be 
available through private physi- 
cians. 


\ll children from 6 months 

15 years should get the vac-! 
ne, because this group has the 
nəst polio. 


Polio usually goes on a ram- 
page in June, and early vaccina- 
tion should build up a maximum 
immunity before the summer up- 
surge.
